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New bacon-nitrite regulations announced 


U.S. ussislnnl nyrlculluro 
secretary Carol Fnroman 
has officially announced 
regulatory proposals to 
lower the amount of sodium 
nitrite in bacon processing 
in order to slop the forma¬ 
tion of the suspected 
cancer-causing agent, nitro- 
a amines. 

The proposals outlined at 
a morning press conference 
are essentially the same as 
those Foreman confirmed 
earlier, but they include an 
interim regulation setting 
maximum nitrite use at 
levels already implemented 
by most bacon processors. 
Also included is a proposed 


regulation to go into offect 
in about a year to lower 
nitrite use to 40 parts per 
million (ppm) in combina¬ 
tion with a now preservative 
agent, potassium sorbate, a 
product developed by Mon¬ 
santo Co. 

USDA'a interim regula¬ 
tion, which becomes effec¬ 
tive June 16, requires bacon 
to be made using 120 ppm of 
sodium nitrite or the equiva¬ 
lent amount of potassium 
nitrite plus 660 ppm of 
either sodium ascorbate or 
sodium erythrobate. 

Under this regulation, 
cooked bacon will be per¬ 
mitted only 10 parts per

billion (ppb) of nitrosa- 
minos. Bacon which tests 
above that level will either 
have to be retained by the 
plant or diverted to other 
products that are not cooked 
at temperatures at which 
nitrosamines are formed, A 
processor also will not be 
allowed to sell any more 
bacon until adjustments are 
made so the bacon can pass 
nitrosamines testing re¬ 
quirements. 

The new regulation also 
requires that the maximum 
allowable nitrosamine level 
drop to 5 ppb within a year 
as laboratory capabilities 
are developed to detect 6 
ppb. Any lot of bacon which 
then exceeds the S ppb level 
will have to be destroyed. 

In conjunction with the 
new regulation, USDA 
proposed another regula¬ 
tion to lower the nitrite use 
level to 40 ppm of sodium 
nitrite or its potassium 
nitrite equivalent in combi¬ 
nation with 0.26% by 
weight of the bacon of 
potassium sorbate. Fore¬ 
man said the proposed 
regulation ia based on 
industry data which indi¬ 
cates that this formula 
provides equal or superior 
protection against botulism 
than formulas presently in 


use and also eliminates 
confirmable levels of nitro¬ 
samines. 

The proposed regulation 
will go into effect within a 
year unless USDA Is 
convinced that these re¬ 
duced nitrite levels would 
not prevent botulina haz¬ 
ards. 

Foreman said USDA 
assumes its interim regula¬ 
tion regarding the use of 120 
ppm of sodium nitrite will 
have no adverse impact on 
the meat processing indus¬ 
try because it is a level 
suggested by the industry 
and already in widespread 
use. 

Reporters asked Foreman 
if consumers should stop 
eating bacon because of tho 
presence of detectable 
levels of nitrosamines. 
Foreman replied the public 
will have to make its own 
judgment. Foreman said, 
however, "We don't be¬ 
lieve there is an eminent 
health hazard involved." 

Foreman also said USDA 
will work closely with any 
plants on which the new 
regulation may have an 
impact to help them achieve 
compliance. She also said 
she hopes the various 
industry groups also will 
provide assistance to their 
members when necessary.

state contributions sought 


USDA campaigns for better 
image for cattle industry 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture is determined to 
convince consumers that livestock producers should not 
be criticized for higher beef prices, the acting director of 
USDA's office of governmental and public affairs said in 
a speech in Sioux Falls, S.D. 

"For the past three years, meat at the grocery store 
has been a bargain at the expense of the American 
livestock producers," USDA's James Webster said. 
"The public must understand this." 

The "boom and bast cycle" that has plagued the 
cattle Industry and caused many producers to lose their 
businesses In recent years is not understood by most 
people, Webster said. 

Addressing the issue copsqnipr safety, Webster 
also sflld the deparittutfif Sold Its toil ojfHc(dtt' <i vHil hoi 1 
be stampeded into Imprudent action" while protecting 
consumers. 


In a move to eliminate 
costly and environmentally 
unsound federal projects, 
President Jimmy Carter has 
unveiled a national water 
policy with a new set of 
guidelines he will employ in 
deciding what to build, 

A key to the Carter plan is 
a proposal for states to 
provide 10% matching 
money for some federally- 
funded projects—a safe¬ 
guard the White House 
believes will reduce the 
number of doubtful projects 
surviving on political con¬ 
siderations alone. 

. Carter plan^ to announce 
a construction list of federal 
water projects this week. 

The President said he will 


select projects to include in 
his budget on the basis of 
their economic benefits, 
environmental safeguards, 
conservation and the wil¬ 
lingness of states to shore in 
the cost. All projects, he 
said, should Include funds 
to protect fish and wildlife. 

Carter's suggestion that 
states shoulder part of the 
financial burden for water 
projects applies only to 
developments which may 
one day earn back the 


money through the sale of 
water and hydroelectric 
power. 

Carter decided to con¬ 
tinue the 6-5/8% discount 
rate—the rate at which the 
economic benefit of projects 
is determined. Environ¬ 
mentalists considered the 
rate too low and said it 
encouraged large, capital- 
intensive projects. 

Projects like flood control 
would require only e 6%

group of- six feedlot 
operations.' 

The preliminary injunc¬ 
tion hearings, which began 
June 5 in federal court in 
Boise, Idaho, are expected 
to continue jthrough the 
week. 

General provisions of the 
contract in question call for 
the co-op to be the major 


supplier of Columbia Foods, 
a packing operation. In 
addition, the contract con¬ 
tains provisions for profit- 
and-loas sharing between 
the two parties. 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture had taken ad¬ 
ministrative action against 
IBP'8 Columbia Foods on 
this same contract Issue.

unsafe. If the products are 
safe, meet a basic level of 
quality and are accurately 
and completely labeled, the 
public ought to have. a 
chance to buy or reject the 
product. 

On the issue of food 
labeling, Foreman said she 
believes the weight of the 
product expressed on the 
label should.be, within a 
very small tolerance, the 
.accurate drained weight at 
retail. Second, she said she 
believes that percentage 
ingredient labeling is more 
. informative thairjust order. 
of predominance in the 
product. 

Foreman said 1 she is 
expecting the answers to 
tbe questions of how to best; 
accomplish nutrient and. 
. ingredient labeling to be ' 
-•discovered during:a series 
of joint- hearings set by 
USDA, the .'Food and Prug

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Imports trigger psychological burden 


■ Tho possibility of meat 
imports to tho U.S. in an 
pKompt to stem rising beef 
prices may have more of a 
psychological than a real 
Impact, according to live¬ 
stock analysts and econo¬ 
mists surveyed by Western 
livestock Journal. 

U.S. Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Bob Bergland an¬ 
nounced on June 1 a set of 
three options to the meat 


import issue. The list 
includes suspending the 
currenL voluntary restraint 
agreements, renegotiating 
the voluntary restraint 
agreements or waiting two 
to three months before 
taking action. 

Livestock analysts said 
most estimates of potential 
imports, if the quotas were 
to be completely suspend¬ 
ed, are between 150 and 400 


million pnundB, with 200 
million pounds the figure 
most often used. 

The fact 200 million 
pounds represents a small 
amount of total U.S. pro¬ 
duction (less than two days' 
slaughter) may be leas 
important than the psycho¬ 
logical effect, analysts said. 

"Potential meat imports 
are more of on emotional or 
psychological issue," said 


Purdue livestock economist 
Mike Sands. The kind of 
ment that' would be 
imported —a low grade 
variety—would do more to 
affect hamburger meat 
prices than those expensive 
Porterhouse steaks, an¬ 
alysts said. 

Consumer resistance to 
higher meat prices could 
still be in the offing, Iowa 
state agricultural economist 


Gene FnlroU said. 

If additional imports were 
to come into the U.S., pro¬ 
ducers would probably 
blame them for any 
decreases Ln cattle prices, 
he added.

Covote report: 

Wool growers make best of bad situation 


"We'll make the best of a 
bad situation,” said Phil 
Farrell, chairman of the 
National Wool Growers 
Assn., in commenting on 
the animal damage control 
report just released by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS). 

Called the "Report on 
Predator Damage Manage¬ 
ment in the West,” the 
FWS study is over 300 
pages In length. The report 
was not readily available for 
study by the livestock 
industry on May 5, the date 
it wbb promised by FWS. 
According to Farrell, the 
lateness of the report has 
caused great consternation 
in the sheep industry 
because of the lack of 
sufficient time to analyze it 
and prepare oral and 
written comments for public 
hearings which began on 
May 22. 

Farrell said that FWS has 
given him verbal confirma¬ 


tion that the deadline for 
written comments on the 
report will be extended ten 
days from the original 
deadline date of May 31. 
New deadline is June 10. 
Comments should be sent to 
Sheila Minor, Office of the 
Assistant Secretary for Fish 
and Wildlife and Porks, 
Department of the Interior, 
Washington, D.C. 20240. 

With regard to the report, 
Farrell said that he was 
pleased that FWS had 
stated that coyotes are 
killing sheep, lambs and 
calves, which it had not 
definitively acknowledged 
in the past. "However," 
Farrell said, "the report 
triBB to refute sheepmen 
claims of coyote increases in 
recent years by saying 
coyote populations are 
stable. Sheepmen know 
those, populations are in¬ 
creasing by the losses they 
are suffering.” Farrell took 
issue with some of the 
coyote population counting 


techniques particularly 
scent post surveys. "Any- 
knows that not all coyotes 
will go to a scent post. The 
scent post will attract the 
itinerant coyote population, 
and not tho resident 
population,” noted Farrell. 

Farrell said the report 
attempts to draw the 
conclusion that coyote 
problems are specific to a 
few sheepmen. "We know 
coyote predation is an 
industry-wide problem 
■ which is much more severe 
in the range states. To 
attempt to minimize the 
problem to a few selected 
sheepmen as FWS has 
done, is to misunderstand 
the problem,” Farrell said.

In this era of masB 
production, should the ham¬ 
burger be any different, 
asks Dr. John Goodwin, 
Oklahoma state ASCS 
director. He was addressing 
the modern day economics 
of producing hamburger 
meat during the 1978 
California Livestock Sym¬ 
posium in Fresno. 

Today we live in a 
"hamburger society,” 
which is the fastest growing 
sector of our industry, 
began Goodwin. Imported 
beef, is almost totally 
ground. So where does this 
leave the traditional domes¬ 
tic beef consumer? 

It leaves her wanting a 
product that the domestic 
cattlemen Isn't necessarily 
geared to produce—at least 
not yet, claimed Goodwin. 


He based this statement on 
four myths: 

"The housewife is queen 
of the marketplace, and 
knows just what she is 
doing," he told the 
cattlemen. "But, in many 
ways the housewife is a real 
dummy. In testB, she 
selected standard grade 
meat everytime when faced 
with several better grades 
at comparable price." 

The availability and price 
’ of ground beef varies 
according to the fed and 
non-fed slaughter, imports 
and the stage of the cattle 
cycle, the speaker pointed 
out, noting the housewife 
doesn't care about this and 
just wants what she has 
been sold by advertising. 

“Myth two is that the 
queen consumer will pay 
the price for what she 
wants," noted Goodwin. 
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"But no more. Part of the 
household budget has to 
buy panty hose, and if the 
price on that hose rises she 
will sacrifice food to pay for 
R.” 

Generally, the con¬ 
sumer’s buying habits are 
tied to the supply of ground 
beef. The price of ground 
1 beef will follow the fed 
cattle slaughter. As the fed 
slaughter ratio goes up, 
ground beef prices can rise 
faster than the choice beef 
price, Goodwin said. So you 
could expect more chuck 
end brisket beef to be 
ground. 

"The third myth is that 
ranchers can produce to fit 
the needs of the con¬ 
sumer," Goodwin contin¬ 
ued. "Grass would have to 
be almost free and live 
cattle carry a better villue 
and be killed at three years 
of age, before ranchers 
could produce strictly for 
ground beef. 

"Myth four la the gross 
. inefficiency in the way beef 
is now produced. By 1980, 
reality will show the 
industry responding to the 
economic realities of per¬ 
manent pasture, small 
forage crops and growing 
cattle.to 600 lb. and selling, 
We can't make adjustments 
in the production sector in 
two places,] however," 
Goodwin stressed. .. , 

"IBP or Safeway or the 
international market makes 
adjustments by selecting 
parts to grind and by 
. selected international pur¬ 
chases of ground beef,' 1 he 
concluded, "and the cattle-:. 
man 'must continue produc¬ 
ing his cbhsfetant, quality 
product for thip dMijbj^Hjn ■ 
chain.". >'• • ■ v

CSU scientists working on bluetongue breakthrough 


Colorado Slate University 
scientists have begun work 
on a project that if success¬ 
ful, will have important eco¬ 
nomic consequences for the 
American cattle industry by 
opening up new export 
markets and improving 
herd health of domestic 
animals. 

Dr. B.W. Pickett, in 

charge of the project, said a 
group of university re¬ 
searchers is trying to find a 
reliable way to certify that 
bulls and bull semen are 


free from bluetongue virus 
infection. 

Pickett, who is director of 
the university’s Animal 
Reproduction Laboratory, 
pointed out that there is 
great demand throughout 
the world for American 
breeding stock and bull 
semen. 

However, many countries 
forbid importations from 
the U.S. specifically be¬ 
cause there is no way to 
ensure that either stock or 
semen is free of bluetongue 


virus. Pickett said beef nr 
dairy cattle can be carriers 
of the disease, yet not show 
any symptoms. 

Bluetongue sometimes 
can be serious in the U.S. 
but is a more severe, wide¬ 
spread problem in some 
areas overseas, Pickett 
said- This is the reason, he 
added, why many foreign 
countries will not risk im¬ 
portations from the U.S. 

The disease is spread by 
biting gnats and strikes 
cattle, goats and some wild 


animals hut is most deadly 
in sheep. 

The CSU research group 
that will tackle the blue¬ 
tongue problem includes 
Pickett; Dr. Jack Carlson, 
assistant professor of micro¬ 
biology, and three graduate 
students, Drs. Richard 
Bowen and Thomas How¬ 
ard, and Terry Olar.

He said the virus is differ¬ 
ent from type 20, discovered 
near Darwin in the northern 
territory last October. 

The Darwin find closed 
off northern Australia's 
access to meat and cattle 
markets in most of the 
world. 

Many of these countries 
have since resumed agricul¬ 
tural imports from Australia 
following government as¬ 
surances that type 20, 
confined to northern Aus¬ 
tralia, is having no effect on 
livestock. 

The New South Wales 
discovery could create a 


similar reaction among 
world buyers, with jusL as 
little cause, Sinclair said. 

A British research Insti¬ 
tute recently checked cattle 
from seven New South 
Wales cattle stations 
against 17 known strains of 
the serious sheep disease. 

The Institute told Can¬ 
berra that blood from three 
properties suggested past 
exposure of cattle to a virus 
type previously undetected 
in Australia. 

"It is likely type 20, the 
strain identified last Octo¬ 
ber, is not the only blue¬ 
tongue virus present in 
Australia," Sinclair said. 

"But it is most important 
to understand there is abso- 




lutely no clinical evidence of 
bluetongue in Australia. 

"There is only minimal 
serological evidence at this 
stage that another virus has 
been present. It has not 
been isolated from insects 
or animals, 11 Sinclair said.

The CSU group will study 
a number of aspects of 
bluetongue, including the 
origin, development and 
transmission of the disease 
and how it is spread in 
natural versus artificial 
insemination (AI) servicing. 

Pickett emphasized that 
determining whether blue¬ 
tongue can be transmitted 
through AI is of “tremen¬ 
dous practical importance. 11 

He said that while more 
than 90% of the beef cattle 
in the U.S. are bred by 
natural service, AI is the 
standard breeding practice 
for the American dairy 
industry and the inter¬ 
national cattle trade. 

The research group also 
will try to find out whether 
bluetonguo virus can spread 
by embryo transfer. 

‘■TTiere’s n groat deal of 
interest by many foreign 
countries in introducing 
new breeding stock from tho 
U.S. through embryo trans¬ 
fer," Pickett said. "CSU 
haa beon approached about 


such a project by individuals 
or corporations from Libya, 
Argentinn, Sweden and 
several other European 
countries." 

He added that "virtually 
nothing" is known about 
the potential for spreading 
disease by embryo transfer. 

"As animals pass our ex¬ 
tensive proposed testing 
procedures, we hope that 
agricultural officials of 
other countries will accept 
this as proof of bluetongue 
virus-free status,” Pickett 
said. "By doing so. the mar¬ 
ket for American cattle will 
be greatly expanded, and 
valuable bloodlines will be 
available to foreign breed¬ 
ers." 

The university's research 
work is financed by a 
8223,600 grant from the 
USDA’s Animal, Plant 
Health Inspection Service. 
PickoLL said the National 
Cattleman's Assn, head¬ 
quartered in Denver has 
been instrumental in get¬ 
ting Congress to appropri¬ 
ate money specifically for 
such a project.
